Mount Etna Gives Ice as Weill as Fire 

Mount Etna can be kind as well as 
cruel, For half the year the great 
mountain is covered with snow, and 
supplies of coolness are drawn from 
this source in sumiher by the half 
baked inhabitants of the plains below, 
A curious discovery arising out of the 
extreme heat of 1828 was made in 
that year. A search being made on 
the slopes of the mountain for an 
additional supply of snow, it was 
found that a huge field cf ice had 
been blanketed by lava in some re- 
mote age and thus prevented from 
inelting. It was suggested -by an 
eminent geologist of the time that the 
ice had been formed from a mass of 
drift snow, afterward covered by an 
enormous thickness of lava, the heat 
of which was kept from the snow by 
an intervening laye. of volcanic sand.

But here 
is a railroad president who believes 
that discourtesy on the part of em- 
ployees toward the public is respons- 
ible for some oi these troubles. And 
one may easily agree that his theory 
is plausible. 

Courtesy is not ordinarily consider- 
ed to have any commercial value, One 
should be courteous because courtesy 
is a sign of good breeding and tends 
to promote social peace and order. 
Here it is seriously proposed to capt- 
talize it; to make the social grace pay 
dividends. 

It is worth while trying, too. It 
courtesy, besides its other good quall- 
ties, can be dollarized, so much the 
better for vourtesy and the pubile 
generally,

Some Interestitg Facts Are Gleaned 
From the Census Bulletin Relative 
to Canada's Farthest North Popula- 
tion—How Eskimo Hunters Are 
Cheated. 

According to a census bulletin giv- 
ing some dot:ils of Canada’s farthest 
north population, there are some six 
hundred Eskimos in Ungava, On the 
east coast of Hudson Bay, and on the 
wost coast :nd in the Churchill dis- 
trict the total population is given as 
4,688, of whem 1,560 are iskimos, 180 
Indians, 27 hal--breeds and 22 whites. 

Some interesting information As 
given a, to the character and hanits 
of life of the Dominion’s population 
in the northern wilds. Speaking of 
the Eskimos on the east coast of Hud- 
son Bay, Rev. R. J. Renison, Arch- 
deacon of Moosonee, who took the 
census, Says: 

“Of six hundicd Eskimos 
to be living «n the east 
Hudson Say, £42 names were 
ed. The names are stated 
thoroughly reliable, but the 
would be pure guess work. 

“In calling most of them pagans 
{t must be remembered that they ure 
so in name only, since all of them 
have their religicus books, and prac- 
tically everyone of the age of ten 
can read them, Heathen practices 
are a thing of the past. Tne major: 
ity of the people live in the most 
squalid conditions, and are destitute 
ot proper clothing through the fail- 
ure of the deer, which long ago were

Starnes, commissioner of customs aut 
Fort Churchill, and local superintend 
ent of the Royal Northwest Mount- 
ed Police, covered ihe western shore 
of Hudson Bay from Fort Churchili 
to the northern extremity of Mel- 
ville Peninsula. Mr. Stearnes divided 
the work into three parts, and ap- 
pointed an enumerator for each. 
Some of the work was done on trails 
covered heavily with snow, and with 
the temperature never above 40 de- 
grees below 2:To. 

Sergt. Hayter reported that che 
people in his district had no idea 
whatever of their age, and they knew 
nothing of our divisions of time. They 
are sometimes polymagists, some- 
times polyandrists They are fond 
of children, but change them about, 
adopting some or giving their own 
away, according to convenience, 80 
that it was hard to reckon by fami- 
lies. 

M. Fabien Vanasse, historiograph- 
er of the Canadian government steam- 
ship Arctic, under Captain Bernier, 
was appointed to trke the census ot 
Baffin Island, and took in addition the 
census of Kilkcnek, or Port Burwell, 
on the south side of Hudson Straits. 
His report contains the following ‘n- 
teresting remarks as to conditions 
amongst the Eskimos. 

“The yearly value of the bunt for 
each Eskimo hunter is placed at $800 
or $1,000 on the premises, If this for- 
saken one ci civilization were living 
in the proximity of our competitive 
markets, if he knew the value of the 
products of the hunt, if he was more 
concerned bout the future, he might 
live in modest comfort, in spite of all

from the inhospitable climate

the economic vaiues he holds in 
hands after his slaughter of ten or 
twenty polar bears, his capture of 
25 or 30 and sometimes 100 foxes, of 
eight to.ten wolves, of hundreds of 
large salmon, each weighing ten, 
twenty or thirty pounds, and which 
he throws to the dogs. Besides this, 
he js obviously cheated each year by 
the shimmers of the sea, who visit 
lim te collect his furs. At the trad- 
ing centres he exchanges for a fe 
pounds of biscuits cr tobacco, a few 
quar.s of molasses, pipes, matches 
and some yards of showy cotton 
goods, his silky furs of the greatest 
econemic value. Generally speaking, 
the Fiskime does not attain a very ad- 
van‘ol age. Some have been 
however, aged from 60 to 65 years. 
the avorvge length of life of this 
little people is from 38 to 40 years.

RAILWAY FIRE PROTECTION 


—— 


Companies Now Energetic In Protec- 
tive Measures—Settlers’ Slash Re- 
sponsible for Many Fires 

According to the fire inspectién de- 
partment of tho board of railway com- 
missioners, the railways throughcut 
tho country are doing very much bet- 
ter this year in the matter of iire 
protection than they have ever done 
before. There has been closer com 
pliance with the requirements of the 
beard, and a far greater degree of c.- 
operatian between the varicus 
agencies interested in fire prevention. 
In particular, the railways are co 
operating with the fire protective or- 
(ganizations of the Dominion and pro- 
vincial governments. The situation 
has also Yeon greatly improved by 
the increase, in number and strength, 
of lumberten’s cooperative fire pro 
tective associations, of which there 
are now two in the province of 
Quebec, protecting a total of near- 
ly 14,000,000 acres. 

In the past railways have always 
Leen regarded as one of the  prin- 
cipal causes of forest fire destructicn, 
This situation is now being rapidly 
changed, due to the increasing care 
given this matter under the require- 
ments of the railway commission. 
The fire hazard is being reduced vy 
the expenditure of large sums by rail- 
way companies in dispcesing of inflaim- 
mable debris on rights of way. Great 
care is taken to keep the spark ar- 
resters on locomotives in good order. 
Through the more dangerous  sec- 
tions, speciai tire patrols are mein- 
tained, and everywhere railway em- 
‘ployees have received special instruc- 
tions regarding the reporting and ex- 
tinguishing of fires in the vicinity of 
the track, 

Reports received by the chief fire 
inspector of th. board indicate that, 
to a very much greater extent than 
in previous year, the fires in the vicin- 
ity of the railways have been ade- 
quately handled by the railway em- 
ployees and that mest of the serious 
fires reported rs occurring in May or- 
iginated at a sistance from the rail- 
|ways, frequently as a result of set- 
{t.ers’ slash-ourning operations.—C. L. 
in Conservation, 


Reducing Strength of Permanent Units 

The present strength of two units 
of the permanent force, the engineer 
corps and army service corps, is to be 
reduced by the minister of militia. 
The numbers cf bcth units as at pre- 
sent constituted are considered too 
great and Colonel Sam Hughes in- 
tends to reduce them to a workable 
size. The Canadian army service 
corps is now one-third as great aum- 
erically as that for, the whole Brit- 
ish army, in spite of the great dis- 
parity of the Canadian and British 
forces, 

These units were constituted in 
their present strength ten years ugo. 
The minister of militia has always 
contended that they might with ad- 
vantage be reduced and considers 
the present <. good time to do so, This 
does not mean, however, that the of- 
ficers and men whose services are 
dispensed with as far as these two 
units are conzerned, will be out of 
positions, since according to military 
law they must be given an opportun- 
ity to transfer to other corps. 

The present strength of the army 
service corps is about 150 and of the 
engineering corps about 300. 


Color No Guide to Foxes 

An interesting inciaent mentioned 
by the explorer Low in one of his +e- 
ports is to the effect that on the 
Moose river, iin Ungava, in 1887, he 
found a fox litter containing seven 
l‘ts, of whick two were red, three 
were cross, and the remaining two, 
|black and silver, thus showing that 
ithe color of foxes no more consti- 
tutes varieties than coes the differ- 
lence of color in a litter of kittens of 
the domestic eat ¥ 

Northern Ungave produces the in- 
te ting white or Arctic fox, which 
exists in no other part of the province 
jot Quebec. In fact it has been rare- 
ly taken south of Lake Michikamau 
lor Nichican, excepting along the coast 
\line of Hudson Bay, where specimens 
jhave been seen nearly as far south 
as James Bay. The blue fox fs much 
| less abundant than the white, with 
} which it is often found. 
| Single furs from some of these ani- 
mals have produced over $2,000 each, 
and choice live foxes of Ungava qual- 
ity are easily worth from $5,000 to 
$10,000 each,

SHOALS OF HERRING WASTED 
Neglected Opportunities in Pacific 
Coast Fisheriee— Openings in 
Canning Industry 
Notwithstanding the fact that the 
fisheries business has made rapid 
progress in British Columbia in re- 
cent years, «nd now constitutes one 
of the most important branches of in- 
dustry in the province, there are still 
excellent . opportunities for building 
up a profitable trade in canning cer- 
tain kinds of fsh, It is the opinion 
of those who are familiar with condi- 
tions that scarcely a beginning has 
been made in commercially exploit- 
ing the many varieties of fish which 
abound in these waiters, Vast snoals 
of herring run for months every year 
in the hundreds of bays and inlets 
jalong the thvusand miles of British 
Columbia's sheltered seacoast. They 
teem in shoals in Nanaimo, Pender 
and Prince Ruovert narbors, Quatsinc 
Sound, and meny other harbors and 
bays, from the Froser river to the 
Alaskan boundary. Every year thous- 
ands of tons of herring are swept 
in by the tides to ve left strandel 
and dying on th’. shores of a hundred 
bays. This is a great waste cf mater- 
fal and opportunity which does not 
seem to havo been taken into account 
by those who are interested in the 

fisheries industry 

The interest in the British Colum- 
bia fishing ‘1.dustry has so far been 
centred almost entirely in salmon 
packing, and there is no lack of capi- 
tal and enterprise in that particular 
branch, which bas been exploited to 
the neglect cf other important fea- 
tures of the business, The season of 
the salmon rut is short, {nd the can- 
neries are clused down during most of 
the year, while herring can be taken 
all the ear round along the entire 
coast, although the heavy run is dur: 
ing the wirter months. This would 
enable the faciories to continue oper- 
ations throughout the year and would 
cbviate, to a 'arge extent, the difficul- 
ty of securing a sufficient number of 
hands to handle the business during 
the high season in the salmon-canning 
industry. 


IMMIGRATION ACT REVISION 


No Adequate Penalty For Those Wino

The Canadian Immigration act is to 
be revised et the next session of par- 
liament. Passed several years ago

grants and those who should be re- 
jected. In the case of the Hindus, 
for example, there is no adequate pen- 
alty for those who brought to Canada 
these unfortunate people. The own:

tions. Another point arises, also out

YUKON RAILWAY TO 
FOLLOW NEW LINES 


WILL BE STARTED AS SOON AS 


G.T.P, AND C.N.R. ARE 
COMPLETED 
Will Open Up “a Vast Territory in 
Northern British Columbia and 


Southern Yukon—From Vancouver 
to Behring Sea by Rail. 


Railway comiaunication between 
Northern British Columbia, the Yuk- 
on and Alaska will inevitably follow 
the completion of the Canadian North- 
ern Pacific und the operations of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railways, in the 
opinion of Dr. Alfred Thompson. M.P, 
for the Yukon, who was interviewed 
in Vancouver recently. 

“The next great railway to be 
constructed in Canada,” he predicts 
“will be from a point on the Grand 
Trunk Pacific in British Columbia 
through the uorthern part of the 
province and the Yukon to connect 
with the system which is to be built 
by the United States government in 
Alaska, This will open up a vast ter- 
ritory in North British Columbia and 
Southern Yukon and give railway 
communication from Sydney, C.B., to 
the boundary line of the Yukon on the 
14ist meridian, west, making it pos- 
sible to take a train in Vancouver and 
ride to the shores of the Behring Sea 
This will make an empire tributary to 
the cities of British Columbia, and I 
have no doubt that the greatest 
amount this trade will come to Van- 
couver, 

“This is not a visionary project,” 
Dr. Thompson added. “Hon. Frank- 
lin K. Lane, secretary of state at 
Washington, ha; signified his willing- 
ness to construct a branch of the 
Alaskan system to the Yukon bound- 
ary, and Sir Richard McBride, is, 1 
understand, very willing to have his 
government co-operate with the fed- 
eral government in building the Brit- 
ish Columbia section. When the time 
is ripe I believe I can get the Do- 
minion goverment to build the 
Yukon section. So that the big rail- 
way project is nct a remote possibil- 
ity by any iveans.” 

The gold-production in the Yukon 
this year was estimated by the mem- 
ber at $6,090,000. The opinion was 
expressed that the plans of the Unit- 
ed States tu spend $35,000,000 in 
building 1,000 miles of railway in 
Alaska wouid no doubt give a big im- 
petus te trade in the Yukon territory 
as well. © 


PULPWOOD CONSUMPTION 


An Increase of Over Twenty-Eight 
Per Cent. in the Quantity of Pulp- 
wood Used by Canadian Mills 
in 1913 

The annual statistics on the pulp in- 
dustry in Canada are given in a bulle- 
tin to be issued shortly by the fores- 
try branch of the interior depart- 
ment. <A total of 48 firms operating 
65 pulp-mills in Canada in 1913 re- 
ported the consumption of over a mil- 
lion cords of pulpwood. This is an in- 
crease of 28.1 per cent. over the fig- 
ures for 1912 and shows clearly the 
rapidly increasing importance of the 
pulp and paper industry in Canada. 

Over eight hundred thousand tons 
of pulp were manufactured, cf which 
ground-wood> or mechanical pulp 
formed over seventy per cent. 

Quebec has always been the leading 
province in this industry and in 1013 
manufactured over half of the pulp 
produced, The industry in British 
Columbia is rapidly growing, this pro- 
vince having moved up from last 
place on the list in 1911 to third 
place in 1913. 

Spruce is still the most important 
wood- used in the industry although 
balsam fir in the east and hemlock in 
British Columbia are being used in 
greater quantities cach year as the 
supply of spruce available for this 
purpose becomes more difficult to ob- 
tain, One of the greatest drains on 
the spruce supply is caused by the 
export of unmunufactured pulpwood 
te the United States. 

During 1918 a total of 
cords of unmanufactured 
were exported from 


1,035,030 
pulpwood 
Canada, This 


wood might have been manufactured ' 


into pulp in Canada and would have 
been sufficient to supply 60 mills of 
the average size o7 those operating 
in Canada at the present time. 

Restrictive Jegislation in most of 
the Canadian provinces has checked 
this export of raw material and the 
proportion of wood so exported is de- 
creasing each year although it still 
represents almost half the total quaat- 
ity of pulpweod produced,

PROSPEC’ FOR RADIUM 


Government investigating Important 
Possibilities Also in Iron Ore and 
in Utilizing Flax Straw 
The government is at present in- 
vestigating several important possi- 
bilities in the Dominion. The cccur- 
rence of radium in Canadian rocks is 
being investigated by the mines de- 
partment, -The same department is 
having an investigation made of iron 
ore possibilities along Lake Superior 
and elsewhere. A further investiga 
tion is also being made into the pos- 
sibilities of utilizing straw flax for 

purposes of manufa:ture 

The importance of discovering rad- 
ium in paying quantities in the Do- 
miinion is realized by the govern- 
ment. Accordirg to a report just 
published by the geological survey 
department, radium-bearing minerais 


has not yet been found in economic 
quantities, There are a few localities, 


however, in which such minerals have 
been discovered in traces or small 
quantities. Among these places are 
Madoc, Mamamse on the east shore 
of Lake Supevior, Maisonneuve, Que, 
Murray Bay, Que.; Snowdown, Oni; 
Villeneuve, Que, More extensive pros- 
pects for its valuable ore 
made, 

The govern.cent announced last 
session its intention of granting a 
bounty of 50 cents per ton of metal- 
lic content in iron ore mined in Can- 
ada. If it is found that the ore can 
be mined profitably, this bounty will 
go into effect. An investigation 
under way to ascertain whether 
can be so mined or not. 

A Montreal firm has under consid- 
eration the manufacture 
straw into b.nder twine, matting, 
ete, and the government wili also, 
investigate the possibility of such an 
industry, and the advisability of 
granting to it a bounty in its initia- 
tory and infant stage of development.

In connection wth the recent dis- 
covery of coal at Groundbog, B.C., a 
survey has just been completed by 
the provincial government with a 
view to mapping out a new route io 
the district via Stewart ,B.C. At’ pres 
ent progress is seriously handicapped 
by the lack cof transportation facilities 
and with an improvement in that 
direction it-is expected that mining 
will be engaged in on an extensive 
scale in the near future. 


The discovery of a large deposit of 
coal is reported about eight miles 
west of Invermere, B.C. It appears 
that the deposit was laid bare by a 
landslide which took place last spring. 
The deposit is not far from the well- 
known Paradise mine which was de- 
veloped in the latter nineties. The 
surrounding mountaine are said to be 
in the same belt in which the cele- 
brated Coeur d’Alene and other rich 
mines are located. \ 


A syndicate of British capitalists is 
taking steps to develop the radium 
springs at Windermere, B.C. It is 
proposed to erect a large sanitarium 
in the district, laying out grounds and 
otherwise establishing a replica of 
one of the famous springs in Europe. 
Over six hundred acres of land have 
been secured for the purpose. The 
springs are situated on the east s‘de 
of the Columbia river, 60 miles south 
of Golden, B.C. 

A new wage scale for the machin- 
ists of the G.T.R. and G.T.P, has 
been put into effect throughout the 
west. Under the new schedule che 
boilermakers receive 461% cent an 
hour, instead of 45 cents, while the 
machinists have been raised from 45 
to 45% cents per hour. The ratos 
were fixed by the railway board of 
arbitration fol'owing the recent con- 
ference,

and if successful, it will be continued. 


High-grade ore has been located 
near Hope, B.“., and already there is 
quite a rush to stake claims on the 
property. The land in question has 
had the attention of prospectors for 
years, but up to the present only low- 
grade ore was discovered, only to be 
dropped as too low to be worked with 
any degree of success. 

A new na'fonal park of ninety-five 
square miles has been established in 
the railway Lelt of British Columbia, 
It is situated in the Mount Revelstcke 
and borders on the Illecillewaet river, 
It possesses stri-ing natural beauty 
including glaciers, great mountain 
peaks and waterfalls.

FEARLESS WOMEN DIVERS 


How the Shellfish Hunters of Japan 
Work in Icy Waters 

The womer shellfish divers of 
Toba, japan, perform the work that 
men elsewhere feel called upon to 
de, In fact, travellers claim that the 
women of Toba do nearly all the 
manual labor, the men. being sh 'ft- 
less. Of the shellfishers in particu- 


lar writes WD. Cameron in “The 
Far East.’ 
“Our sampan pushed off and was 


headed for ¢ small island in the bay 
off which ws a boat containing in 
addition to the boatmen two women. 
They were dz2ssed in a costume re: 
presenting an upper and lower gar- 
ment, and a3 we approached they 
jumped into the sea and swam to- 
ward us. I may mention the after- 
noon was bitterly cold, with a raw 
north wind blowing, necessitating 
our party turning up heavy overccat 
ecllars and drawing up rugs. After 
a few preliminary strokes the two 
women turned turtle, as it were, 
and disappeared beneath the surface 
of the water, 

“It being clear, we could see them 
swimming down into the depths un 
til they completely disappeared, the 
water at that spot being at least 
twenty-five feet deep. They stayed 
down for a per'od covering anything 
from one and a half to three and a 
half minutes reappearing bearing in 
their hands live shellfish, seaweed, 
etc, taken from the bottom. This 
spoil they dropped into our beat. 
resting a tew moments by hanging 
onto its side, repeating the perform- 
ence again and again. 

“The most impressive and I may 
almost say awe inspiring feature of 
the whole performance was the re- 
markable sounds those women gave 
vent to while preparing to go und«r. 
The noises were like nothing more 
than moans starting at first softly 
and graduclly increasing both in 
volume and scale until they reach- 
ed a stage resembling the cries of 
a soul in torment. Between these 
sounds were emiited shrill whistles 
all this extraordinary performance 
being apparently a preparation of 
the respiratory organs for the ong 
spell under water. 

“After repeated dives the women 
were picked up by their boat and 
rowed to the neighboring island, 
where presently we saw the smoke 
of a large fire, from which no doubt 
the ‘mermaids’ obtained a consider- 
able degree of comfort after their 
prolonged immersion the icy 
water,”

Welsh Coal Shippers 

The suecess of American coal ship- 
pers in securing a large portion of the 
trade of the Mediterranean and 
strengthening .heir ports is occasion- 
ing misgivings among the colliery and 
ship owners of South Wales, who for- 
merly held # monopoly of this trade. 
It has just been announced at Cardiff 
that the \inericans have scured an 
order for 100,00) tons of coal from the 
Italian state railways for delivery 
curing the next six months, making a 
total of $00,,00 tons for this year, 
Formerly the whole supply of these 
railways was secured from Wales 
The Egyptiax state railways have also 
bought .nore extensively from Amer- 
ica this year, divevting in this way 
some $2,500000 from South Wales. 
American coal cargoes are also find- 
ing their way to French and Spanish 
ports with :ncreasing frequency. 

The high price of Welsh coal and 
the cheapening cf freight is held re- 
sponsible for the change. American 
coal can now be delivered at foreign 
ports at from 50 cents to a dollar a 
ton cheaper than the Welsh product.

Stone Worth Half Million

recently put into Lerwick harbor 
from Greenland with stores and pass- 
engers en reute to Copenhagen, had 
on board the well-known Arctic ex- 
plorer, Knud Rasmussen, who has 
just completed a 1,200 miles sledge 
journey. Rasmussen had covéred the 
distance in one month. The explorer 
stated that, while on this journey, he 
came across a large meteor stone, 
weighing 10,000 pounds, which he 
says, is worth balf a million sterling. 
The stone is to be taken to Copen- 
hagen, and in the meantime is the 
property of the Danish government.

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MANY HOMESTEADS 
ARE STILL AVAILABLE 


PLENTY OF FREE LAND CAN BE 
SECURED IN THE THREE 
PRAIRIE PROVINCES 


Over Twenty-Seven Million Acres, or 
One Hundred and Seventy-Four 
Thousand Homesteads Can be 
Taken up in the Prairie West. 


In view of the fact that for some 
years the free lomesteads of the Can- 
adian West Lave been taken up 
annually by thousands, it may be a 
surprise to know that there are still 
in the throe provinces of Manitova, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, 174,706 
free grants for homestead entry, ap- 
proximately 27,952,960 acres, apart 
from that now held as timber limits. 

While Manitoba was the first set- 
tled province, and it has generally 
been understood that little desirable 
land was left, the new comers of re- 
cent years have directed their atten- 
tion largely to Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, with the result that vast areas 
in these two provinces have been ob- 
tained. It is a fact, however, that 
there are in Manitoba thousands of 
acres of good land still open, although 
last year in the Oak Point district 
there was a big influx of settlers. 

A computation of the free grant 
lands just made shows that there re- 
mains in Manitoba more than 25,000 
homesteads and many of them of the 
very finest lands in the Dominion, 
and some within 60 miles of Winni- 
peg. 

Generally the homesteads zemain- 
ing are of the kind called the poor 
man's homestead Many of them 
have been left because the settlers 
were anxious for the prairie land, 
where they could immediately com- 
mence breaking and sowing. The 
homesteads now available for the 
most part have sufficient timber to 
supply building material and fuel. 
They are well watered and adapted 
for mixed farming, the kind of farm- 
ing which is now receiving more at- 
tention every year. 

Out of the total of -174,706 home- 
steads, 142,262 are tributary to the 
Canadian Northern Railway. Roughly 
speaking they follow the main line 
west of the railway about four town- 
ships in width and anything from one 
mile to thirty miles from the rail- 
way. 

The main line of the Canadian Nor- 
thern west runs thrcugh a move heav- 
ily timbered country than the other 
lines, and this ic one of the ieasons 
why there is such a large proportion 
adjacent to this road. Another reaxon 
why much of this land has not been 
taken up before is that some of the 
districts were left because of the 
heavy ‘timber. 

It is «stimated that when this land 
is taken up by the homesteaders the 
27,925,960 acres will bring the Do- 
minion government in fees of 6 cents 
an acre or o total of $1,747,060. and, 
estimating that each homestead wil 
draw on an average a family of five 
people, the population of the west 
will be ‘ncrease¢é by nearly a million. 
Fifteen per cen. of the tands are 
within 15 miles of railway lines and 
60 per cent. within 30 miles. 


PANAMA WILL INCREASE TRADE 


Trade SCommissianer Sees Great Pros- 
pects Upening up in This

KE. S. 8S. Flood trade commissioner 
for the Barbardoes, in a report to the 
department of trade and commerce 
states that the opening of the Pan- 
ama canal will enable shippers of

British Guiana and the northern 
islands. In this way an opportunity 
will me afforded for a comparison 
of British Columbia lumber with that 
now imported his will assist in pre 
paring for an early improvement as 
soon as intercourse is established 
through the canal. 


GOVERNMENT BUYS CATTLE 
200 Head of Cattle Have Been Distri- 
buted in Saskatchewan 
At a cost of approximately $25,000

The weight 
exceeded that of 1912 by more than 
one and a half million cwts. the 
value for the first time being over 
$50,000,000, an increase of $5,630,000.

“In the yeur 1912,” the report says, 
“the landing ©? herring in Wngland 
and Wales exceeded those of any 
previous year by some 280,000 cwts.; 
‘the landings of 1913 have exceeded 
the record total of 1912 by little short 
of 2,000,000 ewts., and the value has 
increased by more than £600,000, 

It is a matter of considerable in- 
terest that this phenomenal rise ip 
|the take of herring should have oc- 
curred at a time when serious ap- 
prehensions are being entertained 
and vigorousl; expressed of disaster 
to the herring industry through the 
| operations of those who are taking 
[Bees by meane of the trawl. 

It is not contended that the suc- 
cess of the herring fishery in the 
past two years disposes of the allega- 
fea which have been made against 
the trawl in this connection. It is clear 
however, that any damage which the 
trawler may have done to the herring 
‘fisheries has not yet begun to make 
itself seriously felt.’ 

“It would be reasonable to sup- 
pose,” the report adds, “that years of 
exceptional abuauance in the fisneries 
would also be years of moderate, if 
not low, prices. That, in short, fresh 
fish, admittedly a most valuable form 
of food. would find its way to the poor 
man’s table. This expectation is far 
from being realized; the price of fish 
ir rising steadily and fresh fish con- 
tinues to be the luxury of comparative- 
jly few persons. 

Outside the fried fish shops com- 
paratively liitle fresh fish is consum- 
|ed-by persons c- small means in Great 
| Britain.”
